These  towers  are  located  this  far  apart  in  order  that 
the  exact  location  of  any  fire  within  the  radius  of  fifteen 
to  tV'/enty  miles  from  the  tower  may  be  calculated.  Estimates 
of  fires  may  be  made  o\78r  longer  distances  this  this  figure.
